The year 6656 of the Jewish Era commences on September 19th, 1896, 

Remadan (month of Abstinence observed by the Turks) commences on February 90th, 
1895. 


The year 1819 of the Mahomed an Era commences on Jnne, 24 tb, 1095. 
Tb© Hindo year 1302 commences on April 13th, 1895. 


The Solar Cycle, or Cycle of the Sun. is a period of 28 years, in which all the varieties 
of the Dominical Letters will have happened, and they will return in the same order as 
thej did 28 years before. This Cycle commenced nine years before the Birth of Christ. 

The Lunar Cycle, or Cycle of the Moon, commonly called the Golden Number, and some- 
times the Metonic Cycle (from Meton, an Athenian, who invented it about 432 years 
before the Birth of Christ), is a revolution of 19 years ; in whioh time, the conjunctions 
appositions and other aspectB of the Moou are within an hour -and -a -half of being the 
tame as they were on the same days of the months 19 years before. The Prime, or 
Golden Number, is the number of years clasped in this Cycle, At the Birth of Christ 
the Golden Number was 2. 

The Homan Indiction is a period of 15 years used by the Romans for the time of taxing 
-their provinces. Three yearB of this Cycle had elapsed at the Birth of Christ, 

The Julian Period contains 7980 years, and arises by multiplying together 28, 19 and 
15, being the Cycles of the Sun, Moon and Indiction. This was also contrived ns a 
period for chronological matters, ami is assumed as a correct and fixed rule in calcula- 
tion by all the Astronomers and Chrouologers throughout the Christian world. Its 
beginning is supposed to have commenced 710 years before the usual date of the 
creation of the world, or 4714 before the commencement of the Christian Era.

In tbe year 1895, there will be three Eclipses of the Sun, and two of the Moon-. The 
three Eclipses of tbe Sun, all of them paitial, occur on Match 26tb, August 20th, and 
September 19th. 

The two EclipseB of the Moon are both t$tal, occurring on March 11th, and Sep- 
tember 4th, but both as well as tbe three Solar Eclipses, ate all totally invisible at 
Calcutta.

The carp and 
mahgoor can also be had In this month. 

Potatoes, asparagus, od ions, cucumbers and few cabbage sprouts are the only vegetables to bo procured. 

Water melons and music -melons ure in great perfection, there is not much fruit now to be had in the 
market. Green mangoes for pickling and caranda for tarts, ure in groat abundance.

This month is attended with much rain ; the winds aro light and variable ; weather frequently gloomy 
and sometimes stormy with heavy folia of rain ; whilst at Intervals, it is fair, mild, and the temperature 
agreeable.

Moat continues lean and poor. 

The fish markat continues good. The moonjee, rowe cntln, quoye, sowlee, mahgoor, chingree, iangra 
and the chunah are procurable all the year round. The LIhilsa (or sable) fish makes its, appearance ; this fish 
though very rich, is generally considered a delicacy, either boiled, baked or roasted, when cured with tamarind 
it forms a goad substitute for herrings. This fish cured with tamarind is commonly called ■* Tamarind fish.’* 

The vegetable market is very indifferent— asparagus is in season, but potatoes become poor and watery, 
young lettuces, cucumbers and sweat potatoes are -now procurable ; also cuznrunga and corunja. 

Mangoes disappear at this time. Pine-apples, auatarl-t.pples, jack and guavas continue in If&foi*

Light and variable winds prevail during ihe month ; occasionally thunder and lightning. 

The meat and fish markets are much the same as last month. 

The vegetables procurable are salad, asparagus, cucumbers, brio jails, muckun seam (a kind of French 
seams), radishes, turnips, cabbage, sprouts and some indifferent potatoes, Indian corn, cucumbers and 
splnage of various kind at this season become firm and palatable.

(1)— For making or granting copies of reasons, entries or documents before, on or 
after registration, a fee shall be charged at the rate of 1 anna for every hundred words 
in the native character, and of 2 annas for every hundred words in the English 
character.

1 (or, if ,tbe copies exceed four pages of 300 words, of four nnnas for 
each page) shall be charged on all copies so furnished.

(Q) — The fees for serving summons under the provisions of section 37 shall be 
regulated according to the scale in force in the revenue courts in the same district. 

(R) — Besides the fees payable under Articles ( 4), (B), (C), (c), (D) (K ) and (F) of this 
table, there sball be paid, for the registration of every document of such length as to occupy 
more than the two pages of the register, hii extra cnpyiug fee at the rate of four minus 
for every page or part thereof in excess Of the first two pages. Assuming three hundred 
words to the page, this fee may be calculated by counting the mi ruder of words in the 
document : or. if no such calculation is made by the parties, the Registering Officer will 
estimate the number of pages likely to be thus charged for. but the fee shall in every case 
be payable on pigmentation ; and in case of miscalculation, the document Bhall not be 
returned until any deficiency in the fee levied is made good. 

Example.— A conveyance is presented tor registration containing l f 35G words. If 
the parties certify to this fact the Registering Officer would at once proceed to charge a 
fee for three pages (1,350 — fidl) — 750), i. 12 annas If the number of words is not 
known, the Registering Officer would perhaps charge for two extra pages or eight annas 
only, and the deficiency of four aim as would have to be made good before the document 
could ho retnrned. 

(<*) —When a document remains unclaimed for more than one month after comple- 
tion of registration, a fee of four annus shall be charge i for every month or part of a 
month beyond the 1st month after completion of registration 

(T* — When a document remains unclaimed for more than one month after refusal of 
registration, a fee of four annas shall be charged for every month or part of a month 
beyond the first month after refusal of registration. The amount of the lee shall not 
however exceed Kh. 5 (five in any case). 

Noth.— The Inspector-General of Registration is empowered to remit the fee in 
any case when it appears to him that its exaction would be productive of injustice or 
hardship. 


ADMINISTRATION OF PROPERTY 

UNDER ACT II of 1874, 

T1IE ADMINISTRATION OP THE PROPERTY IN INDIA OF DECEASED 

PERSONS, 

The Custody and Preservation of the Prophet* in India of Deceased 
P eitsoNB, not Hindus, Muhammadan or Buddhists. 

When any person, not a Hindu, Muhammadan, or Buddhists, or exempted by the 
Governor-General in Council from the operation of the Indian Succession Act II, dies, 
leaving assent ” in Iudis, it is the duty of the Judge of the district n (Act II, 1874. 
§ 64) within which the assest are locally situated at the time of the death to take ^charge 
of them, and this is always the case whether the deceased has left a Wip ar died 
iatofrtate. 
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v * Thfc District Jndge*is to report the case to the Administrator-General of the Presi- 
dency {Kat II of 1 874, § 64). Assets'* include immoveable as well as moveable pro- 
perty * 

In case of death, therefore, persons interested in the preservation of the property 
of the deceased in India should at once communicate with the Judge of the district in 
which any of it is situated, and with the Administrator-General of the Presidency. 

They should state the full name and occupation of the deceased — his nationality — 
the date and place of death— the nature ami amounts of any property he may have left 
in the district in question or in any other part of India : whether there is or is not a 
Will : if so, where it is ; the name and addresses of the witnesses and executors : if there 
ds no will; they should give the names and addresses of the next-of-kin of the deceased, 

»o*f»r as they are themselves informed on these matters. 

It is alse very important with reference to the stamp duty, that the person who 
is to represent the estate should know, as soon as possible, the value of the assets 
■moveable and immoveable, as accurately as it can bo ascertained ; for until he has the 
knowledge he cannot apply for probate or letters of administration. The Court Fees Act 
imposes a stamp duty of 2 per cent, upon the assets if they exceed 1,000 rupees, aud there 
is not provision in the Act of any adjustment of the stamp duty after the grant bus been 
made. It must be paid in full at once, and no refund can be made under the Act if the 
assets are over estimated. The Government will, however, under a recent order, allow 
application to be made for a refund in lespect of mouey paid in satisfaction of the debts 
of tbe deceased. If the assets do not exceed 1,000 rupees, no stamp is required. 

THE REALIZATION OF PROPERTY OF SMALL VALUE BY A CERTIFICATE 

FROM THE ADMINISTRATOR-GENERAL BY THE POLICE, AND OF 
. SMALL SUMS IN THE GOVERNMENT SAVINGS BANK. 

If the whole of the assets do not exceed in value Rs. 1,000, any person entitled, as 
executor, or widow, to administer in any capacity save aa a creditor, may apply at 
once in writing to the Administrator-General of the Piesideucy for a cent ideate, and 
on satisfactory proof of the representative’s right, a certificate can be granted, entitling 
the claimant to receive the sums or securities for muuey therein severally mentioned 
(Act; II of 3 874, § 86), or a creditor may obtain a certificate after the lapse of three 
months, or the Administrator- General may act without probate or letters of administra- 
tion. (§ 37 ). 

But no certificate can he granted when probate or letters of administration have been 
obtained, or in respect of any sum of money deposited in a Government Savings Bank 
(§ 37 ). 

Where persona die intestate in the Presidency Towns, leaving property under 200 
rqpees in value, the police authorities are empowered to take charge of it and to deliver 
it over to any person showing a right to it. without letters of administration vAct XIII 
of 1866, § 113, and the Bengal Act IV of 1866, § 100, Madras Act VIII of 1867). 

. When a person dies leaving in a Government Savings Bank .a deposit of a sum of 
money not exceeding 3,000 rupees, and if probate of this "Will, or letters of administration 
to his estate, or a certificate under ActJSXVlI of I860 (this certificate is different from 
that granted by an Administrator-General, and is granted by a Judge, and is now only 
given in native cases) is not produced to the Secretary of the Bank within three mouths 
of the death of the depositor, the Secretary may pay the money to any pei Bon appearing 
to him to be entitled to receive it or to administer to the estate of the deceased, and he 
may take f-ueb security from such person as he thinks necessary, and he may also, in 
order to ascertain the right of the person claiming the money, take evidence on oath 
or affirmation. 

An executor or administrator of a deceased depositor is entitled afterwards to 
receive any sum in the hands of thepeison so receiving the deposit from the Secretary 
of Hhe Bank* deducting such part of it as is lawfully paid away in the duecour e of 
' administration, and a creditor of the deceased may recover his debt against a person so 
receiving the deposit, should any part remainin his bands un administered, in the same 
manner as if tbe receiver had obtained letters of administration. 

If the amount of deposit in a Government Savings Bank belong to tbe estate of 
a deceased person does not exceed 1,000 rupees, such amount tball be excluded in eem* 
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putiug the fee chargeable utider the Court Fees Act of 1870 on the probate or letters of 
administration or certificate in respect of his other property. But a certificate of the 
deposit amouut signed by the Secretary of the Bank, will, in this case, have to be pro- 
duced before the <‘ourt (Act V of 1873, The Government Savings Bank Act). 

The enactment does not apply to deposits in Savings Banks belonging to estates of 
European officers, soldiers, or deserters. 

LETTERS OF ADMINISTRATION IN CASE OF INTESTACY. 

When the deceased had died intestate, those who are connected with him either by 
marriage or consanguinity, are entitled to obtain letters of administration of his estate 
and effects in the following order (Act X of 1 865. § 200 ) 

If the deceased has left a widow, administration shall be granted to the widow 
unless the Court shall see cause to exclude her. 

If there be no widow, or if the Court see cause to exclude her, it shall commit the 
administration to the peison or persons who would be beneficially entitled to the estate 
according to the rules for the distribution of an intestate’s estate: provided that when 
the mother of the deceased he one of the class of persons so entitled, she shall be solely 
entitled to administration <§ 203).' 

Those who stand in equal degree of kiudred to the deceased are equally entitled to 
administration (§ 204). 

The husband surviving his wife lias the same light with respect to her estate {§ 205). 

When there is no person connected with the dc -cased by marriage or consanguinity 
who is entitled to letters of administration and willing to act, they may be grauted to a 
creditor (§ 206), but an Administrator-General is entitled to administer in preference to 
any one but an executor universal legatee, or absolute next-of-kin (Act II of 1864). 

The appliaction for letters of administration should be made by petition properly 
Btamped. and should state the time and place of the death of the deceased : the family 
or other relatives of the deceased, and 1 fcLeir respective residences ; the right in which 
the petitioner claims that the deceased left some property within the jmisdiction of the 
District Judge to whom the application is made ; and the amount of the assets which 
are likely to come to the petitioner’s hands (§ 246). The petition should be subscribed 
by the petitioner and verified thus: — *• I (A. B), the petitioner in the above petition, 
declare that what is stated therein is true to the best of my knowledge and belief.” 
[ Act X of 1 86f», § 247). 

Letters of administration cannot be granted until after the expiration of fourteen 
clear days from the day of the intestate’s death (§ 258). They entire the administrator 
to all rights belonging to the intestate as effect daily as if the administration had been 
granted at the moment after his death (§ 131), but, they do not render valid any inter- 
mediate acts of the administrator tending to the diminution or damage of the intestate’s 
estate (§ 192). 

Every person, except an Administrator-General to whom any grant of administra- 
tion is committed, is called upon to euter into a bond, with two sureties engaging for 
the duo collection and administration of the assets (§ 256). This Bond is general in 
double the amount of the assets likely to come to his hand, and is stamped with a stamp 
-now fixed at eight rupees (Act VII of 1870, schedule 2, clause 16). 

Succession to Moveable Property of Deceased Persons Regulated by 
the Law of their place of Domicile. 

Should any person die possessed of property in British India succession to his im- 
moveable property is regulated by the law of British India wherever he may have had 
his domicile at the time of his death (Act X of I860. § 5). It follows, therefore, that 
the law of British India must be complied with — first., in deter mining the validity of a 
Will, should there be one ; second, in the construction of the will ; and third, in case of 
intestacy, in determining the persons among whom the property is to be divided. 

But succession to the moveable property of a decased persons is regulated by the 
law of the country in which he had his domicile at the time of his death (ibid). Hence 
it is necessary in such cases to determine in the first instance what was the domicile of 
the deceased person. 

Under the Indian Succession Act, § 6, a person can only have one domicile for the 
purpose of succession to his moveable property. The domicile of origin of every. person 
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of legitimate birth, is in the country in which, at the time of his birth his father wa® 
domicile; or if he was a posthumous child, in the country in which hie father wa® 
domicile at the time of his father’s death (§ 7); aud the domicile of origin of an 
illegitimate child is in the country in which, at the time of his birth, his mother was 
(domiciled (§ 8). The domicile of origin prevails u util a new domicile has been acquired 

(§ 9)- 

A man acquires a new domicile by taking up his fixed habitation in a country 
which is not that of his domicile of origin (§ 10). The points to be determined are 
therefore— first, whether he actually has taken up his residence in the country ; and 
second, whether he iuteuds to make it his “ fixed ” residence for the future, (Explain 
and illustrate ibid.) 

A person may acquire a domicile iu British Tudia either by taking up Lis fixed habita- 
tion in the country as above, or by making and despooling in some office in British 
India to be fixed by the Local Government ». declaration in wiitiug under his hand, of 
Lis desire to acquire such domicile, provided that he Bhall have been resident in British 
India for one year immediately preceding the time of liis making such declaration 
(|'1I). A new domicile continues till the foirner domicile is resumed, or another has heen 
acquired (§ 19). 

By marriage a woman acquires the domicile of her husband if she luid not the same 
domicile before (§ 15^ ; and the wife's domicile during the marriage follows the domicile of 
her husband, unless they be separated by the sentence of a competent court, or if the 
husband is undergoing a sentence of tiansportation (§ 10). 

Succession to moveable property of a person who dies in British India, leaving move- 
able property therein the absence ot proof of any domicile elsewhere, is regulated by the 
law of British India (§ 19). 

It would be competent to a foreigner dying iu, and not domiciled iu British India 
by a Will properly executed to appoint the Administrator-General or any other person 
his executor; and such an appointment would be valid as against the Consul of Ins 
nation i§ 179), the executor would be bound to distribute the estate according to the law 
of the country of the domicile of the dic^ased ins to his moveable property, whilst his 
immoveable property, if any, would he subjected to the law in force in British ludia (§ fi). 

But should a foreigner, having acquired a domicile iu British India, die either intes- 
tate or leaving a Will, the succession to his estate would be regulated by the law in 
force in British India relating to intestate succession or to Wills as the case might be. 
That law would apply to all Ins property whether moveable or immoveable in British 
India ; it Would all pass to the executor or administrator as the case might be (§ 179) ; 
but it would not necessarily pass to the Administrator-Geneial unless he should 
administer. This he would rlo only in case he was appointed executor, or in the 
absence or at the request of the next-of-kin or executor, or of an universal legatee 
(Act II of 1874, § 15). 

Thb; Administrator-General, His Duties and Powers. 

There are Jhiee Administrators-General in British India one for each of the Pre- 
sidencies of Bengal, Madras and Bombay (Act II of 1874, § 4). Their offices are at 
Calcutta, Madras and Bombay respectively. 

The Presidency of Bengal includes, for this purpose (§ 3), the territories which are 
or shall for the time being be respectively under the Government of the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, the North-Western Provinces, and the Punjab, aud under the Ad- 
ministrations of the Chief Commissioners of Oudh, the Central provinces, British Bur- 
mah, Ajmere and Mairwaia, Assam, and the Andaman atfd Nicobar Islands, and such of 
the dominions of the Princes aud stales in ludia in alliance with Her Majesty as the 
Governor-General in Council may, by notification in the Gazette of India , from time to 
time direct. 

The Presidency of Madras includes the territories which are or sIiaII for the time 
being be under the Government of the Governor of Fort St. George in Council. Coorg, 
Mysore, and such of the dominions aforesaid, as the Governor-General in Council may, by 
notification in the Gazette of India , from" time to time, direct \ib). 

The Presidency of Bombay means the territories which are or shall for the time 
being be under the Government of the Governor of Bombay id Council, the Hydeaabad 
Assigned Districts, and such of the dominions aforesaid as the Governor -General in 
Gouneii may, by notification in the Gazette or India from time to time, direct (#), 
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The duties of the Administrators* General, and their powers, will be found set out 
at length in Act II of 1874 of the Governor*General of India in Council. But it may 
here be shortly stated, that under section 15 of that enactment, the Administrator* 
General is entitled to letters of administration, unless granted td an universal legatee 
or to the nearest-of-kin, that is the nearest-of-kin absolutely not merely, the nearest* 
of-kin io India, — in the goods of Smallwood per Norman, J., July 20th. 1868, where a 
brother, the nearest-of-kin, in India, was held not to be entitled in priority to the 
Administrator-General, there being a father and mother alive in England. 

By section 16 he is required within a reasonable time after he shall have had 
notice of the death, and that the deceased Tins left assets within the Presidency (as 
defined above! to take steps to apply to the Kish Court for letters of administration, 
and this, whether the deceased has left a Will or not ; provided that the assets are of 
greater value than Rs. LOCK*. and that no person shall, within a month after the death, 
have applied in such Piesidency for probate of a Will, or for any letters of administra- 
tion of the estate ; that is to say. no person to wnom the Court would have given, 
letters of administration which would be effectual as regards the assestB for which ad- 
ministration is sought. 

But there is nothing to prevent the Administrator-General for Applying to the 
Court for letters of administration in any case within the period of one month from the 
death of the deceased (Act II of 1874. § 13). 

If the assets do not exceed Rs 1,000 in value in the whole, the Administrator- 
General is not bound to act ; but he may either grant a certificate to some persons 
entitled, or take charge of the estate himself without letters of administration, under 
Act II of 1874, (§§36, 37). 

Letters of administration or probate granted to an Administrator-General in his 
ftieial, capacity, authorize the person filling the office for the time being to act as ad- 
ministrator or executor of the estate to which such letters of administration or probate 
shall relate (§§ 29, 30) anti all estate. <fcc., vested in the Administrator-General, all his 
books, Jkc., become vested in and transferred to his successor in office (§ 30) thus the 
inconvenience, delay and expense: attending the appointment of a fresh administrator 
on the deafh of .the original administrator or executor ara avoided when the estate 
is placed in the hands of the Administrator-General. 

Any pilvate executor or administrator may, with the consent of the Administrator- 
General of the Presidency in which property comprised in the probate or letterB of 
administration is situate by an instrument in writing under his hand bearing a stamp 
of ten rupees, and notified in the local Gazette, transfer the estate, Ac., vested in him 
by virtue of such probate nr letters to tho Administrator- General by his name of office ; 
and thereupon the transferer becomes exempt fiom all future liability. His future 
rights and responsibilities am transferred to the Administrator-General. But the 
transferer remains liable for all his acts and omission in respect of the property prior 
to the transfer (§ 31 ). 

As soon as the Administrator-General takes charge of the estate, the fact is adver- 
tised in the Gazette and in the public papers, and creditors are called upon to prove 
their claims. They should state the amounts and other particulars, and support their 
claims by such evidence as (under the circumstances of the case) the Administrator- 
General is reasonably entitled to enquire. If a claimant fail to do this within one 
month of the date of the institution of any suit he may bring against the Administrator- 
Geueial in respect of his claim, he will be liable, in any event, to pay the costs of that 
suit, aud he will not be entitled to have his decree enforced. If he obtains judgment 
he will be entitled only to payment out of the assets rate ably with the other credi- 
tors (§ 35). 

The Administrator-General like every other executor or administrator, is bound to 
keep the assets for a reasonable time to answer the claims of creditors. This time is 
fixed by the law generally at one year (Wms. Kxors. 6th ed.* p. 1286) ; but where the 
case permits of it, the account can be closed earlier. Like any other executor or ad- 
ministrator he is bound to pay all creditors rateably or preferentially according to the 
law governing the distribution ; after the expiration of a year from the date of bis 
a j mini stmt ion no claim can be made upon him in respect of any assets paid or deli- 
vered by him to any legate or to any peisoit entitled in distribution uu less he had 
notice of the claim, (§ 28 ). 
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Under the Indian Succession Act, the following payments only may be made in 
preference, viz. Funeral expenses, death-bed charges, fees for medical attendance, 
board and lodging for one month prior to death. 

* Expenses of obtaining probate or letters of administration including the cost of 
any judicial proceedings necessary for administering the estate, rank next and then 
wages or services rendered to the deceased within three months next preceding his death 
by any labourer, artisan and domestic servant ; all other debts are on an equal footing 
(Act X of 1865, §§ 279, 280. 281 and 282). These rules apply in all cases where the 
assets consist of immoveable property in British India ; where they consist of moveable 
property, the law of the country in which the deceased was domiciled prevails (§ 283), 
but no creditor, who obtains a part payment in preference to others by reason of this rul 
can share in the proceeds of any immoveable property of the deceased without bringing 
such payment into account (§ 286). 

The Administrator- General is bound to keep accounts as prsecrihod by the Act 
These accounts are audited by the Government, and his books are open at all times to the 
Auditor appointed by Government, and to allow persons entitled so to do to inspect them 
on payment of a reasonable fee fixed by Government (Act II of 1874, § 43) : he is bound 
to furnish half-yearly schedules of the estate under his charge in form prescribed by the 
Act.; these schedules are published in the Gazette of the Presidency. Three copies are 
sent to the Government for transmission to the Secretary of State for India for the 
information of persons who are interested in the matter. 

The Administrator-General of Bengal is entitled to a commission of 3 per cent., 
and the Administrators-General of Bombay and Madras to a commission of 5 per cent. 
(§ 52), except in the case of the estates of officers and soldiers, when the commission i 
uniformly 3 per cent, on the assets after payment of the preferential charges (§§ 2l 
and 6*2). This commission is to cover the expenses of his establishment : but he is 
entitled to reimburse himself in addition for any payment made by him in respect of 
any estate in his charge which a private administrator of such estate might have 
lawfully made (§ 54). The commission allowed by the Act is the maximum commis- 
sion. It maybe, reduced by arrangement in special cases. No person other than an 
Administrator-General acting officially shall receive or retain any commission or .lgencv 
charges for anything done tinder any probate or letters of administration (§ 56). 

All correspondence to the Adminiitrator-Oeneral should be addressed to him by his 
name of office. 

Native Wills. 

An important change in the law regarding the Wills of Natives was effected by Act 
XXI of 1870, by which Act certain Sections of the Indian Succession Act ure applied to 
all Wills of Hindus, Jains Sikhs or Buddhists made after the 1st of September 1870, 
within the territories subject to the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal or the local limits of 
the High Courts of Judicature at Madias and Bombay; and to all such Wills and codicils 
made outside those territories and limits, bo far as relates to immoveable property riluate 
within those territories and limit*. 

The sections that have been so applied are enumerated. They relate to 

1. The execution and revocation of Wills and codicils. 

This snbje.it which was very obscure is now no longer left in i ncerlainty. 

The rules are prescribed by the Act. 

2. The construction of Wills. 

The simple rules contained in sections 82 . 83, 85. and in sections 88 to 103 (both 
inclusive) of the Indian Succession Act applied to those Wills or Natives, as arc 
also the rules as to the vesting of Legacies— Onerous and Contingent Bequests. Con- 
ditional Bequests and Bequests with directions as to their application or enjoyment — 
Bequests in an executor— Specific and demon9tratve Legacies— The Ademption of Lega- 
cies— The payments of Liabilities in respect of the subject of a Bequest — Bequests of 
things described in general terms — of the Interest or produce of Land— of Annuities-* 
Legacies to Creditors and Portion ers— and election. 

3. The proceedings and practice to be observed in obtaining Probate of Wilta. 

4. The rights and duties of executors. 

In all these matters the Native Wills fire put on the same footing with the Will of 
the European— any executor may be appointed — and if it is desired to obtain the security 
of the Government Audit of the executor’s accounts, the estate may be made over to the 
Administrator-General either by the original Will or by transfer (under Act II of 1874, 
§ 31), as is done in the rase of Europeans. 
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OFFICIAL TRUSTEE’S OFFICE. 

This office was created by Act XVII of 1664 in consequenoe of the difficulty 
experienced in India in obtaining private Trustees, and the trouble a nd expense of 
appointing new Trustees, on the death or departure from India of those already created; ' 

The Official Trustee is paid by commission, and may, at his own option, undertake 
all kinds of Trusts, except religious Trusts, hut must always be appointed sole Trustee 
and cannot act jointly with any one else. 

There are four classes of ca«es under the Act in which the services of the Official 
Trustee will be useful. 

(I.) New Trusts . — When a person is desirous of making a settlement of property 
on marriage, or at any other time, for the benefit of his wife or family, or of any other 
person, or for a charitable purpose. ■ 

(2.) Assignment for benefit of creditors.— When a person in embarrassed circum- 
stances is desirous of assigning all hia property to a Trustee for the benefit of his 
creditors. 

(3.) Renting Trusts. — When the Trustees are dead, or out of the jurisdiction of 
the High Court or unwilling to continue acting. 

(4.) Gifts or Legacies for Infants or Lunatics.— When the executor or other person 
holding Puch property is anxious to be relieved of the charge. 

Mode of Obtaining Appointment of Official Trustee. 

In new Trusts he is appointed by the Deed creating the Trust, in other Cases a 
petition to the High Court is necessary, the costs of which are usually ordered to be 
paid out of the Trust Funds. By means of a like petition the Funds can always be 
retransferred to a private Trustee, uuless otherwise provided by the Deed or Will 
creating the TruBt. x 

All property and interests vested in ail Official Trustee will, upon his death, resig- 
nation, or removal from office, vest in his successor in office* without any fresh appoint* 
n ent or charge whatsover. 

It is necessary to employ a Solicitor in preparing Trust Deeds, and in applying to 
tne Court for the appointment of the < ’fticial Tmatfo. In most cates, also, it will expe- 
dite busiuess if communications respecting Trusts be made through a Solicitor. 

The above relates to the appointment of tlie Official Trustee under the summary 
procedure provided by the Official Trustee’s Act, but the Official Trustee can be and 
often is, appointed Trustee under a decree of Court with special powers and on special 
terms. 


Commission. 

In new Trusts the rates arc agreed upon between the person creating the Trust and 
the Official Trustee, and will vary according to the nature of the duties to be performed. 

In j Existing Trusts , anil on property received for infants and lunatics , the rates arc 
fixed by the act as follows— 

J ♦ 

£ per cent, on capital monies received. 

} per cent, on interest and dividends realised. 

2£ per cent, on rents collected. 

Also J per cent, ou the investment, when necessary, of any funds received in each. 

Investments. 

Capital monies and surplus income are invested in Government securities, except 
it be otherwise piovided by the Deed or Will creating the Trusts, 

Custody of Securities. 

Ail securities are kept in the Bank of Bengal, au<l cannot be removed from thence 
except under \n order signed by a Judge of the High Com t, specifying the purpose of 
such removal. 
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Remittances to Ettbope, 

Remittances to Europe are made as direct by the parties to whom such remit- 
tances are to be payable, and in the absence of any directions by bills of certain Banks 
Approved by the Comptroller-General of Accounts to an Official Agent at the India 
Offiei, London, for payment to parties entitled. 

Audit. 

The accounts are audited yearly by Auditors from the Office of the Comptroller- 
General of Accounts approved by the Chief Justice. 

Wills. 

Persons wishing to make disposition of property by Will, and to appoint an Official 
Vx^entor and Trustee, should appoint Ibe Adminntrator-Gencral as executor to ad- 
minister the testator's estate, with a direction that after administering the same as 
executor, he shall hand over the r^sidu* to the Official Trustee upon such trusts as the 
testator may declare ; or private persons may be appointed executors with the like 
direction as to the handing over of the residuary estate t s> the Official Trustee. 

N. -It is important to note that the consent in writing of the Official Trustee 
to his appointment as Trustee under any Will must be obtained at the time of making 
such Will*

being the anniversary of the proclamation of Her Majesty’s assumption *of the 
title of Empress, unless when it falls on a Sunday, then it will be fired on the 
v following day.

The Calcutta Medical College Session, 1895-06, will commence on the 23rd Juno next. 
Students who may be desirous of commencing their studies are requested to apply to the 
Principal between the hours of 11 a.m. and 4 p.m on or before that date. 

No person shall be enrolled as a matriculated student who has not previously passed 
the First Arts examination of the Calcutta or an Indian University, or a preliminary 
Art* examination of the Doited Kingdom recognised by the British General Medical 
Council. 

All matriculated students of the College shall pay'. Its. 15 on entrance, Its. 35 for 
the Rummer session on the 23rd June, and its. 35 for the w inter session on 1st November 
of each year. Rupees G extra will be required from each student for each course of dis- 
sections. Fees once paid cannot be refunded. 

Muhammadan students aro required to pay Its. 15 on entrance and onc-third fee, i.c., 
Reu 12 per session. The remaining two-third fees are charged to the Mohtin Fund. 

Any matriculated student of the College may, with the permission of the Principal 
and the Professor of the subject, attend courses of lectures or departments of hospital 
practice in addition to the full curriculum for the year, and shall be entitled to certificates 
of attendance at such extra lectures, if the Professor is satisfied that he or she has really 
studied the subject. The fees payable in advance lor such additional courses are the 
following 

Rs. 

For a single course of lectureB on each subject in one year ... 40 
For six months’ attendance in each department of hospital practice 60 

Any matriculated student who leaves the College before completing his University 
conns with the object of continuing his studies at a medical school in Europe, may 
reoeir* certificates of attendance at lectures ou payment of fees at the rate fixed in the 
tangoing rule. But ill calculating the sum to be so paid, the amount of the fees already 
paid by p him as a regular student, or, in the case of a free student, the amount which 
weald have been paid by him had be been a paying student, shall be deducted, 
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Any person not being a matriculated student pf the College who wishes to attend 
any course of lectures or any department of hospital practice, may do so with the 
permission of the Principal and Professor of the subject on payment, in advance, of 
fees at the rates fixed in paragraph. 

If such student has passed the Entrance examination of the University* he shall 
receive certificates of attendance at lectures. If he has not passed the Entrance ex- 
amination, he shall receive no class certificates. 

College scholarships (vide paragraphs 9 and 10), prizes and certificates of honour 
are open for competition only to matriculated students of the College, military medical 
pupil and female certificate classes. 

Junior scholarships of Rs. 8 per mensem and free tuition for one year are annually 
awarded to 10 students of the 2nd and to 10 of the 3rd year, on the results of the 
1st year's Test and Honour and Preliminary Scientific LM 8 and M B examinations, 
respectively. 

Ten 9 onior scholarships of Re. 1 2 per mensem and free tuition tenable for two 
years are annually awarded to students of the 4th year on the results of the University 
first examination in medicine. But these shall not be awarded to students who gain 
Durga Charan Balia scholarship of Rb. 30 per mensem for two years, nor to other 
scholars. Students who have failed from any cause to pass at their first chance are 
not eligible for these scholarships (junior and senior), 

Goodevc scholarship of Rs. 12 per mensem, tenable for one year, is annually 
awarded to a matriculated student on the 5th year, on the result of the midwifery 
test examination of the 4th year. 

The F. C, Chatter jee scholarship of Rs. 17 per mensem, tenable for a year, is 
annualy awarded to the best matriculated student of Native Indian extraction, and 
whoso conduct is certified to be good, in histology at the end of the 4th year. The ex- 
amination takes place in June each year. 

Abdul Gunny scholarship of Rs. 20 per mensem, tenable for one year, is annually 
awarded to the end of the 4th year to tho best matriculated students in all subjects 
at the class examinations of the 1st to 4th year inclusive. The award is made in May. 

Duke of Edinburgh*# prize is awarded to the best in surgery among the matriculated 
students at the end of the 4th and 5th year. The examination takes place in December 
or January. 

A gold medal and certificates of honour are awarded to the best students in each 
subject at the Teat and Honour examinations. 

Goodevc and Macnamara silver medals arc awarded to the best of the let-year 
native students in anatomy and chemistry, respectively, on the result of the Test and 
Honor Examinations. 

Tho Rivers Thompson silver modal is annually awarded to the beet Muhammadan 
student who passes the final L M S, or M B, examination of the Calcutta University, 

The Lady Rivers Thompson prize of Rk. 50 is awarded to the Lady student, who 
obtains the highest number of marks at the final examination. 

College scholars who receive lens than Rs. 20 per mensem, are not required to pay 
Rg. 35 per seBaiou. All other scholars shall pay fees as matriculated students. These 
may pay their fees in advance, or have thoir scholarship money deduoted till the full 
amount is received. 

Any student holding a Medical College scholarship (paragraphs 9 and 10) will be 
permitted to draw the stipend of that scholarship at any recognised medical school in 
the. United Kingdom, provided he furnishes, from the hood of such school, a certificate 
of good conduct and diligence. These college classes Are jecognised by all the medical 
schools in the United Kingdom. 

The class assistants to tho Professors of Pathology and Comparative Anatomy will 
each receive a salary of Rs. 10 monthly. 

A lady student who has passed the University F. A. Examination shall be enrolled 
and pay fees as a matriculated student. She will get a special scholarship of Rs, 20 
per mensem for five years. 

A public competitive examination will be held annually about the mouth of Feb- 
ruary at the head-quarters of divisions and districts, of candidates to the Military pupil 
class of tho Medical College. Candidates must be of European or Eurasian parentage , 
between 16 or ID years of age, of healthy constitution, physically fk for military service, 
and of good character. They will be required to produce certificates shewing that they 
possess those qualification. 
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They will undergo a training in the Calcutta Medical College for four years at Gov- 
ernment expenses, after which period, if reported qualified they will be gazetted into 
the subordinate Medical Department and transferred to a Military hospital for duty. 

Lady students must be over 17 years of age before commencing their studies. 

They must have passed the Entrance Examination of the Calcutta University or an 
Examination officially recognised by that University as equivalent to the Entrance Exa- 
mination. 

(The certificate of matriculation of the Melbourne University will be accepted.) 

New students may begin their studies from 1st March, but are expected, at latest, to 
enter formally end commeuca attendance at the College when the Session opens on 23rd 
June. Under very exceptional circumstances a student will be permitted at the discre- 
tion of the Principal, to extend the time to July 1st, but no application for admission will 
be entertained after that date. 

Students who are successful are entitled to receive the certificate of the College 
qualifying them to practice Medicine, Surgery, and Midwifery. A fee of Ba. 10 is 
charged for each certificate. 

Female students who have not passed the Entrance or its equivalent, Will be admitt- 
ed into the Eden Hospital to learn midwifery. These will receive He. 20 per mensem, 
After a year's tuition and bed-sida practice, if found proficient, they will obtain a certi- 
ficate qualifying them to practice midwifery. The fee for each certificate is lie. 5. 

Female students who have not passed the Entrance or its equivalent, but who read 
and write Bengali, can be admitted in the Eden Hospital as pupil dais. 

Of these, eight will receive lls. G per mensem and the rest will be taught free, After 
12 months’ tuition and bed-sido practice, if fouud proficient, they will obtain a certificate 
qualifying them to practice midwifery. 

All certificates are to be registered in the Principal’s Office.

Admibsioh.— S tudents are admitted at any age, provided they have received, or are 
receiving an elementary general education either English or Vernacular. They will 
also be required to give satisfactory evidence of good character. Printed forms of applica- 
tion for admission may be obtained at the school between the hours of eleven and four. 
When filled up, these forms must be delivered to the School Clerk, together with the 
entrance fee. Every student will bo considered a probationer for the first six months 
from the date of his entering upon any of the special courses : at the end of that time 
if it should be found that he does not possess sufficient aptitude for the study upon 
which he entered to ensure his success in it as a profession, notice to that effect will 
be given to his parents or guardians in order that, he may enter upon any other pursuit 
for which his abilities may be better fitted. Fiee studentships and scholarships ranging 
in value from 2 to 15 Rupees a month are awarded to deserving students to assist them 
in carrying on their studies. 

Students who have passed with credit through any of the courses above laid down 
will be entitled to receive an official certificate of proficiency in the subject of that 
course ; but such certificate will, in no case, be given before the expiry of the minimum 
period assigned to each course.

the character and efficiency of the school, the cost of education and maintenance, the 
religious denomination of the girl, and other material circumstances* The object ^sought 
is to fit the girls benefited by the Institution for a respectable and useful station in 
life, the general character of the education being that given in primary and middle 
schools as defined in the Code of Regulation for European Schools. In ordinary casea no 
girl will be educated or maintained by the Institution after she has attained the age of 
17 years ; but in the case of those electing and permitted to become pupil-teachers, the 
limit may be extended to 20 years. 

In special cases of necessity grants of money or loans may be made to managers of 
boarding schools for the purpose of erecting or furnishing buildings tot the accommo- 
dations of foundationers.
